She had Inspired the 3'rf.nrh Army 
with .«>uch a patriotic enthusiasm thial 
ultimately led to tlie cxpu'.s'on of the 
lOnslish soldiers. 

The coronation of Charles VII at 
lîUicms iiad nn enormous effect on 
Fràtiec. The nor-.hcrn part of the 
country -nhich had formerly been un- 
der English Jurisdiction now acknow- 
ledged Charles as king:. The reason 
for tills was (lUlte evident. Tho pco- 
I>lo ot Northern France had become 
disappointed with tiie English rule 
.a.nd they thought that Charles -n-ould 
improve their lot. 

.In the meantime people began to re- 
gard .loan a? Halr.t. Images of her

-llehl about her. Wherever she went 
she was received with tokens ct vcii- 
c!-iitlon. and although Joan did not 
approve of this, it is believed she 
enjoyed being regarded as a .Saint.

I'lnally on the S.th of September. 
I'aris was atlacl-.ed. There was no
